DETROIT'S LIQUOR BUSINESS 
A survey made by the Board of Com- 


merce of the city of Detroit shows that 
the production 'of automobiles is Detroit's 
first 'industry as 'might be expected. But 
this same survey shows a surprising 
thing to the country when it says that 
Detroit's second industry is the-liquor-in- 
dustry employing upwards ol 50,000 per- 
sons with a production value at 
over 


$200,000,000.00.

that it bases such figures upon data gath- 
ered-from both enforcement officials and 
person? engaged in the traffic themselves. 


- It charges that in Detroit alohe, a city of 
about 'a million people, there are 21,000 
establishments, saloons, blind pigs, stills, 
alley breweries, home brew and alcohol 
plants. Of course, Detroit isn't really as 
bad as the figures show because its loca- 
tion places it as a distributor, a direct 
feeder to Chicago, and" Chicago requires a 
great deal. The survey claims that De- 
troit also distributes to Minneapolis and 
clear out into Kansas and Nebraska, as 
well as southward) to Nashville, St. Louis 
and Indianapolis", thus making it the en- , 
tering point and. supplier of a territory 
containing 35,000;000 "peo'ple. 


The efforts to prevent the importation 


of liquors so long as Canada and Mexico, 
Cuba and other surrounding islands are 
wet, in at least the manner in which it is 
carried on, is quite hopeless. While it is 
next to impossible to pick up, a daily 
paper without news of arrests_Jor viola- 
tion of the ^liquor laws, if the arrests were • 
trebled or quadrupled they would not 
make a small sized .dent in the amount of 
business going on. The reasons for" this 
are obvious. The first reason has to do 
with profit, a-thing that always engages 
the attention of mankind. 
When a man • 


who has money wants liquor he is gen- 
erally willing to pay a handsome profit'to 
a man who hasn't . money but wants 
money. Large profits always fascinate, 
overcome men's scruples, too often dom- 
inate their lives.,In the next place, it is 
relatively easy to smuggle liquor into the 
country. In the region of dense popula- 
tion from New York to the Mississippi, 
our Canadian border is almost entirclv 
water. Boats with fast motors are not 
difficult to find; neither is it practicable 
to open up every carload of freight that 
crosses the border and examine each bar- 
rel of "potatoes.". These professional im- 
porters of liquors, knowing full well that 
they may at any time add a dollar or two 
dollars a bottle to their Chicago trade, 
arc perfectly willing to pay this amount 
to customs officials to shut their eyes. 
The amount of corruption in the regard 
mentioned that has been exposed is most 
likely but a minute detail of what is go- 
ing on. 


And the question is: what arc we go- 


ing to do about it? 


AN OUTLINE OK HYGIENE 


No. 29—How Respiratory Infection Happens 


• A tcore of familiar diseases, in fact the sicknesses 
that require the greater part of the time of prac- 
ticing physicians everywhere, were listed in our last 
talk as common respiratory Infections. With little 
or no encouragement a person coming- down with 
any of these diseases readily assumes it is a "cold" 
and if that assumption Is warrantable it is equally 
.warrantable for the aillngr one to assume that his 
particular "cold" iy not communicable—for our 
medical and heal.th authorities still teach some such 
thins. "We know now that most of these respiratory 
infections—for instance measles or scarlet fever- 
are most communicable in the.few days before the 
rash or fever develops. In view of this fact, and 
the fact that no one can tell with reasonable cer- 
tainly just what the nature of such an illness is 
going to be, in the early stage, I propose that the 
term "cold" as indicating disease or indisposition be 
discarded from the, language and the term "en" 
(pronounced krce) be adopted to signify any such 
common respiratory Infection in the period of incu- 
bation or invasion or until the nature of the illness 
mecomes manifest. The term "en" is coined from 
the initial letters of the phrase "common respiratory 
infection," and it is a good honest word for folk 
who would do as they would be done by,, in this 
matter of preventing the spread of disease. 
, "VVe know quite definitely the way cri passes from 
one person to another. It is generally by spray or 
droplet infection. The transference of respiratory 
infection by kissing, or by the common use of toilet 
articles or other things freshly contaminated by the 
sick person's nose or throat secretions, is actually 
very rare. Spray or droplet infection is the usual 
way. 


When any one talks, a more or less invisible 


spray of droplets of moisture shoots out from his 
mouth to a. distance of 3 or 4 feet, not more than 
5 feet. With coughing or sneezing the range of the 
spray extends as far as 10 or 12 feet from the sick 
person's mouth. With laughter or loud talking 01 
shouting, the spray range is perhaps 7 to 8 feet. 
In the droplets of moisture the germs of disease 
may be suspended, and thus they may be carried 
directly to another person's.nose or mouth. When 
the sick person is not speaking, coughing o'r sneez- 
ing, 
his breath or expired air contains no germs, no 


matter what sickness he-has. So one cannot catch 
any disease by merely inhaling the breath of the 
sick person; 
one catches the disease by getting 


within range of the sick person's mouth or nose 
spray. If either the sick person or the visitor or 
attendant or companion-wears a suitable gauze 
mask (to catch the moisture droplets), while within 
spray range, there is practically no chance that the

disease will spread. A suitable mask consists of not 
less than 10 layers of gauze or cheesecloth, 32 
threads to the inch mesh, covering the mouth and 
uosc. 


Provided you encounted no open face cougher or 


sneezer, you are practically immune from "en" so 
long as you can maneuver to arrange to keep per- 
sons you talk to with just beyond the 5 foot con- 
versational range, or vice versa if you happen to be 
coming down with it yourself.,This is a precaution 
that many may icadily take, especially in time of 
epidemic.

Fruit Juices Healthful 


I am drinking two medium size glasses of grape 


juice every'day besides a glass'of orange juice for 
breakfast every morning. Is one liable to get too 
much acid in the quantity of fruit juice I am tak- 
ing? Would these or any other special items "of 
diet tend to aggravate a bronchicctatic condition 
that I have had for several years? (S. W. H.) 


Answer—The fruit acids combine with «odium 


potassium to form alkaline carbonates in the blood, 
and hence tend to oppose acidosis 'and increase 
alkalinity in the system. I do not think these or 
other foods would aggravate bronchiectasis. 


Bronchiectasis 


Is it possible for one to have bronchiectasis and 


not be tuberculous? (Mrs. P. T. W.) 


Answer—Bronchiectasis is a ballooning or dila- 


tion of a bronciial tube. It has nothing to do with 
tuberculosis, though sometimes one disease may be 
mistaken for the other in diagnosis. One with bron- 
chiectasis is just as likely as you or I to develop 
tuberculosis, I suppose, «nd-one-with tuberculosis 
may also have bronchectasis. 


Eyelash Tonic 


My eyelashes have been-falling out a lot lately 


and I have been putting petroleum jelly on them, 
as I have been told this will make them grow. 
Would it be Injurious to the eyes if some of this 
petroleum jelly happened to get into-them? (E. 
G. B.) 


Answer—If the petroleum jolly is sterile (germ 


free) It is harmless to the eyes, but I don't -believe 
it will make the lashes STOW. No known remedy will

O'Neill in fact has combined 
the method of the play. He has kept 
the play form but at the same time 
has done what novelists have been 
doing for centuries — give to the au- 
dience the thoughts as well as the 
words of the characters.

There was ho <iujill- 
fication requiring1 that the purchaser 
be a bona fide settler and the absentee 
landlord i;ystem sooTJ- spread over a 
wide area of what had been the do 
mam. 


It appears from 
available records 


that speculators and land companies 
bribed congressmen, state legislators 
ifnd land offic& officials from the very 
Mart. In 1793, for instance, the Geor 
gia legislature'sold 
several 
million 


acres of land to four large companies 
and so loud and widespread was-the 
accusation of bribery that the people 
of Gi-:orgia elected an almost entirely 
new legislature which rescinded the 
sales. Alior Georgia later ceded this 
land to the federal govrnment, land 
compares lobbied for 20 years for fed- 
eral reimbursement—and got it! 


Meanwhile, in Washington, tho Ohio

The {.peculators paid 
the government out of the profits o;

the Illinois legislature complained tha

There -was a Senate Pubic Land. 


Committee in those days, too. It re 
ported' in 1831 that combinations o 
speculators ha<] united at, public sales 
to drive away competitors and dis 
courage poor men from bidding. Buy 
ing at $1.23 an acre, they later sofd a 
exorbitant profits. (In 1S20 tho mini 
mum price for govcrnmen^ land was, 
lowered from $2 to $1.20, where it re 
mains tpdny.)
